The government personnel served by the State Library in- 
formation services are located In the 1^25 state agencies 
in the capitol city of Bismarck and the adjacent coimnunity 
of Mandan/ consisting of approximately 2^500* employees. 
There are an additional 2/650 state employees at other - 
locations in the state (n6t including those at the state . 
academic institutions) who have access to State Library^ 
services via mail , CATS and -WATS or regular telephone 
service and in some, cases by 'teletype. • 

!the state judiciary consults the local courthouse law 
collections r the' Supreme Court Law Library in Bismarck ^ 
or the library a^; the Unive^rsity of North Dakota Law School, 
Grand Forks • The ' State Library buys onl*y general books in 
the field of courts and judicial administration, law and 
legal problems, tax and business law, and other aspects of 
law which are of general public interest. . 

The larger executive d.epartments in the Bismarck area have 
their own speciallssed information collections to fill basic 
staff research and reference needs related to the statu- 
tory functions of their respective agencies. The larger 
of the departmental libraries are in the Highway Depart- 
ment. Business and -Industrial Development^ Department, 
Health (including Mental Health ^nd Retardation) , Public 
' instruction. Social Services, and Vocational Education 
Depa^Junents. 

The Legislative Coxancil has a collection of documents and 
. reports from other states and^ provides research service 
foir the Legislature. 

The State Historical Society operates a special library on 
the history of North Dakota and the surrounding area. 
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AiX of feheee larger 'agencies tend to use the State 
Library for supplemental eiervices by requests through 
the departipential librarians although employees may, 
ancl frequently do/ deal directly >with the State 
Library. The many smaller agencies in the area are 
dependent prim^dly upon the State Library for all 
but the most technical reference tools and very 
speoialized professional directories, jburnalSi and 
periodic reporting services.

At present, the State Library is located about one mile 
north of the Capitol Building. Space in the Capitol 
Building is needed for. a reference service on govetn^ 
ment functions which would include a select collection 
of Federal and State documents for frequently used 
reference tools and serial services and recent issues 
of periodicals ahd professional journals relating to 
government and current affairs. The reference service 
would^ need a professional staff lamij^ar with the govern-' 
ment collection at the State Library and experienced in 
government^ and/or the social sciences as well as in 
library services. Such a staff would furnish immediate , 
answers to official phone or persorial request's for in- 
formation, or would know how to obtain the information 
within a reasonable time* Deliveries of material housed 
,at the St ata Library would be furnished regularly tw£ce 
a day to th^ Government Reference Library in the Capitols 
or even more quickly if the need arises.

A Union List of Periodicals received by the various 
state agencies in the Bismarck-Mandan area was com- 
piled and published in 1971. A new 1973 edition has

State Agency Interview^ ^ An agency interview program 
was xnxtiated with the purpose to familiarize agency 
administrators with services the State Library is able 
to provide to State Government. The interviewer also 
inquires about the extent of , information material in 
the agency and how itjuch information is required by 
the agency from outside sources. What sources do -^ley 
use and what staff is assigned to gather information 
and care for the collection in the agency? 'The inter- 
viewer suggests services from thq State Library which 
may be useful in relation to specific needs of the 
agency. The indications are that agencies desire 
better organization of their own library, and appreci- 
ate information on other information sources. The 
interviewer talks with department librarians or

When the state undertakes a 
special program, such as constitutional revision, the 
State Library assume^s responsibility for gathering 
information on the subject. From various sources, 
the library built up a colleciMLon of books and pamph- 
lets on constitutions and constitutional revision, 
and it assembled documents and reports from North 
Dakota files and from other states recently in- 
volved in rewriting or revising their constitutions 
and holding constitutional conventions.^ The library 
served the delegates and staff of the convention and 
the general public.
